2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ho et al (US 5565849) discloses a self-biased magnetostrictive element for a 
magnetomechanical marker of an EAS system, and discusses the "easy axes" of the 
magnetostrictive element. However, Ho et al (and the remaining art of record, alone or in 
combination) fails to teach or suggest an EAS system, marker for use in an EAS system, or 
resonator for use in a marker of an EAS system, the resonator comprising a planar strip of 
amorphous magnetostrictive alloy having an induced magnetic "easy plane" perpendicular to its 
longitudinal axis, and having a resonant frequency when driven by an alternating signal burst in 
an applied bias field, a linear B-H loop up to at least an applied bias field H of about 8 Oe, a 
susceptibility of said resonant frequency to the applied bias field which is less than about 1200 
Hz/Oe, and a ring-down time of the amplitude to 10% of its value after the alternating signal 
burst ceases which is at least about 3 ms for a bias field where the amplitude 1 ms after the signal 
burst ceases has a maximum.
